NINTiRGe oo LEGE CLOSED.

The “Girls in Blue” Have Gone to
Their Respective Homes

UNTIL JANUARY 3D, 1898,

What Governor Ellerbe Says of the
College In Regard to Its Health Rec-
ord in Ceneral.

The Winthrop College girle have ail
gone home until Jan. 2d, owing to the
adoption by the board of trustees of a
recommendation of the physicians’ com-
mission that the college be closed down
for the present until all danger of the
spreading of smallpox in Rock Hill has
‘passed. The commission, as appointed
bythegovernor, made a thorough inves-
tigation of the college and its surround-
ings, including water supply, dairy,
lsundry, kitchen, plambing, {w. he
heaith of the students, says the com-
mission, has been very good since the
college opened Sept. 80, as few ab-
sences from the class attendance indi-
cates. There is one case of continued
fever, that of Dr. Miller, the resident
physician, and also at least five pupils
have been sent home on acconnt of ill-
ness, As to the origin of the fever, the
commission could give no positive opin-,
ion ns the plumbing and the surronnd-
ing seem to be in a berfectly healthy
condition, but at the same time they
recommend several changes around the
premises ip the sanitaryline, etc. The
commission also said:

*‘There seems to be no doubt of the
existence in Fiock Hill of one case of
smallpox, which has been thoroughly
iso!ated by the local health authorities.
Quarantine was established at the
college on the afternoon of the 11th
instant, and even the day pupils are
now excluded. The servants haveteen
required to occupy rooms in the base-
ments of the dormitories. The entire
population of the institution axcept
thirteen have been vaccinated a')d these
exceptions will be inoculated in the
next few days. In the town compulsory
vaccination has been enforced by the
local Loard of health.

**In view of the undoubted existence
of smallpox in Roek Hill and the i-
bility that the disease may nprucro:;d
fron: the fact that feverishness more or
less severe is likely to occur inthe
vaccinated students, as well as to allay
the apprehensions of some friends of
the institution regarding the existence
of fever at Winthrop. we recommend
that a vacation be given till Jan. 8,
1898. By that time it can certainly be
known whether smallpox is spreading
or has been entirely suppressed.
